Two years ago at this time Presi- 
dent Roosevelt decided that he had 
had a mandate from the 
after his sweeping victory at the 
polls, and acting on that supposed 
mandate he went ahead on such 
schemes as the Supreme court re- 
organization.

tively few people who feel that the 
Ww. P. A. should be done away with, 
but it is just as certain that 
there is a large majority who feel 
that the abuses which exist under 
the present set-up should be elim- 
inated. Fundamentally, the W.P., A. 
is a splendid plan, and it is hoped 
that when good times come the 
plan will be followed as Herbert 
Hoover first suggested when he 
was secretary of commerce years 
azo. Today’s policy is to spend a 
lot on public works during bad 
times: Hoover’s suggestion was to 
spend a lot during bad times, but 
to defer all non-necessary govern- 
mental projects during good times, 
thus saving money enough to fi- 
nance the bad time projects. This 
would eliminate in a measure the 
huge deficit under which we are 
now laboring. 

But to get back to present 
abuses: first of all, only people 
who in good times would be work- 
ing should be given jobs on public 
works. It is safe to say that some 
of the men on the W. P. A. are get- 
ting more days’ pay now than they 
do in good times; they don’t want 
to work, and can’t get any pay 
from private industry, but in bad 
times, without working any more, 
they can get pay from the govern- 
ment. 

Then,

dustry hires them in 
Unfortunately, most of the men do 
want to work, but the loafers on 
the projects either deride them for 
working for fear that they’d be 
shown up, or the men don’t feel 
that they should exert themselves 
too much when others are getting 
away with it—and you can’t blame 
them too much for that. Hither 
projects should be done by private 
contractors, or foremen should be 
chosen who will make the men 
work, and the men responsible for 
choosing of the foremen 
should see to it that they do this. 
Politicians should remember that it 
wasn’t the W. P. A. vote that put 
them into office; it was the anti- 
abuse that put others out of 
office. Firing, just as it does in pri- 
vate industry, should come to those 
who refuse to work; they should 
realize that they can get pay if and 
if they want to work for it.
